In this communication I wtnt to 


c«Il your attention further 
to the 


operating situation. You will recall 
that a representative of tbe State- 
Department of Health cimc to Ports- 
mouth early in 1020 and in a public 
meeting notified us that the condition 
ot the water works must be Improved 
and unless the improvement was im- 
mediate, the 
health of the people 


would be endangered. Under the sur 
perrision of the State Department of 
Health, >Ir. F.rimcig Sheehan over- 
hauled the filter beds 
and placed 


same in good condition. 
Extensive 


repairs were at once undertaken and 
these results were satisfactory to the 
State Department. 


It was found that the Pumping 


Station would only operate at 70 
per cent of capacity. The nature of 
tho needed repair work that had been 
delayed, required the attention of an 
expert machinist and Mr. John Herr- 
inan, the well known machinist; was 
employed in the combined capacity 
of Chief Engineer and Machinist. It 
is enough to say and only to be ex- 
pected that, after his employment, the 
plant was put in shape to deliver 
its full capacity. It is to be regret- 
ted 
that, owing to its location, we 


have but very few visitors at the 
pumping station. Those who do visit 
there can see a model plant. 


The State Department also called 


our attention to tbe unusual amount 
of water used in Portsmouth 
and 


said something must be wrong. Noth- 
ing big was wrong—only scores of 
little leaks which required lots of 
hard work 10 find and stop, instal- 
lation of meters wns advised, but 
owing to the fact that our fund was 
In such a deplorable shape. In spite 
of tbe collection of rentals six months 
iu advance, the installation of meters 
could not be considered on an extens- 
ive scale. 
However, the installation 


of meters for large consumers lias 
been made and we are now encourage 
ing the installation of meters gener- 
ally. Twenty six per cent of the 
total collections last year were meter 
collections. Tbe following table s!-ows 
our'.- average daily pumpage since 
1915: 


1015—3,142,000 gallons per day. 
391G—3,142,000 gallons per day. 
1917—4,104,000 gallons per day 
1918—1.092,000 gallons per day. 
3910—;i,024,000 gallons per day. 
1920—5,470,000 gallons per day. 
1921—4,454,000 gallons per day. 
1922—4,810,000 gallons per day. 
Jt will be noted from the foregoing 


that we are at the present time pump- 
ins the same amount of water that 
was pumped in the latter part of 
1917 and are 1.200,000 gallons under 
our daily capacity. I have carefully 
gone over these matters and have all 
statistics embodied in this report in 
detail. 


"\Ve had trouble with our intake a 


few weeks ago. Fortunately, we bad 
a full reservoir when this occurred 
and this, together with the fact that 
the trouble was of n minor nature 
and soon repaired, did not cause a 
shortage of water. We all recall the 
break at West Avenue, New Boston, 
several months ago, when the city 
was without 
water for 24 hours. 


These are warnings. 


I am prepared to stale, after my 


investigation of the financial situa- 
tion, that we can without disturbing 
the present rate assume the cost in- 
volved in safeguarding the 
supply and to my mind it would be 
criminal tinder existing conditions to 
delay these improvements longer. 
I 


would therefore recommend that the 
matter of these improvements be re- 
ferred to your committee on water 
for investigation and early report.
